CATHOLIC LITERATURE 

It is certain that the Catholic Church intends their 
“Holy Year” to go down in history as the greatest year of 
its existence, both from the standpoint of efforts and 
success. 

The subtle psychology demonstrated by the Pope in his 

orld-wide invitation to all the peoples of the earth out 
of the Catholic Church to come in the “only church fold 
existing and the only one God intended to exist,” was 
a renewed challenge to Protestantism. 

It was a declaration of war—not a bloody war like those 
waged in the first few centuries of the “Catholic Church” 
on the actual Church of the Living God, in which they 
mercilessly and brutally tortured, massacred, butchered, 
and slaughtered young and old by the hundreds of thou- 
sands. No, a war like that would involve too great a risk 
to the self-styled “Holy Sea.”

This poisonous 
propaganda publicizing the Pope as the World’s Holy 
Father and the Catholic Church as the only church, 
comes unsubscribed and unsolicited. You get it whether 
you want it or not. But thank God, it doesn’t carry that 
it stays long, for without the slightest degree of hesitancy 
or qualm of conscience, we toss this “Holy Father” junk 
into the fire with the same disgust that Paul flung the 
viper into the fire. 

Sometime ago I, like thousands of you, received, un- 
solicited, unexpected and unwanted, two tracts entitled 
“Why Saint Peter,” in which they try to establish their 
argument that Peter was the first Pope; and Bible ques- 
tions by which they endeavor to show why the Catholic 
Bible is infallible and the Protestant Bible is not. Then 
a few days later there came a booklet with Pope Pius 
XII’s picture and entitled “Why Millions Call Him ‘Holy 
Father.’” It is mailed out by the Knights of Columbus, 
in a state other than Tennessee. But regardless of all 
the pains that the Knights of Columbus have taken, in 
almost a full page of their booklet, trying to explain 
their theories as to why millions call the Pope “Holy 
Father,” and why all non-Catholics and especially Prot- 
estants should call him “Holy Father” and unite with 
the Catholic Church, a person fully informed or unin- 
formed, who is enjoying the spiritual blessings and de- 
mocracy of the Protestant Church, is not induced, en- 
ticed, or even impressed by this flagrant and unscriptural 
appeal. Then, too, we who are acquainted with God’s 
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Word are fully aware of the many features and phases 
of the Catholic Church that it definitely disapproves and 
irrevocably condemns. For instance, in respect to the 
Catholics calling their priest “Holy Father,’ we remember 
that the Lord Jesus unquestionably drew a picture of the 
Pharisacial and Sadducean practice in the twenty- 
third chapter of Matthew, and among the nu- 
merous things that He condemned them for and 
forbade was their mania to be called Rabbi and 
Father. And since the Catholics claim that Peter was 
the first Pope, therefore their first “Holy Father,” it is 
rather peculiar that they forget Jesus said to Peter and 
the other disciples, “But be not ye called Rabbi: for one 
is your Master, even Christ; and all ye are brethren. AND 
CALL NO MAN YOUR FATHER UPON THE EARTH: for 
one is your Father, which is in heaven.” Of course, this 
doesn’t refer to Fatherhood in the flesh, or disapprove of 
their children calling them father. This is a spiritual or 
church relation, and, as Christians, we have but one spir- 
itual Father, and that is God, the Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, and our Father as well, for Jesus said, “I ascend 
unto my Father, and your Father; and to my God, and 
your God,” John 20:17, and He is the one to whom Jesus 
taught all His disciples to pray. 

In respect to this “Holy Father” theory, may I conclude 
with a humerous incident as actually related by a priest 
in a brotherhood meeting of a certain civic organization 
with which I was associated while pastoring in Alabama. 
This particular priest was informed by his predecessor that 
he had a few colored members in his parish, and insisted 
that he show them as much consideration as possible. 
Several weeks had passed and no colored people had 
visited him or the chapel. But one day while uptown he 
passed a group of colored boys on the street corner 
who tipped their hats and bowed very politely as he passed. 
After he had gone a few steps he thought, “Well, now 
those boys may belong to my parish, so I had better 
speak to them.” So, he walked back, and, looking at the 
evident spokesman of the group, said, “Boys, I noticed 
that you were very respectful to the priest. I wonder if 
you would by any chance be members of my parish,” 
at which the spokesman began to back off and wall his 
eyes with an expression of astonishment on his face as 
he said, “No suh, no suh, being nigger is bad enough for 
us.” Is it not true that despite all the God-given and 
God-blessed advantages and privileges afforded us as 
Protestants, there are times that it is still bad enough; 
but we have the good common sense to know that turning 
to Catholicism would be a thousand times worse here, and 
indescribably worse yonder.

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he Benefits of Church Membership

Text: Acts 2:47, “And the Lord add- 
ed to the church daily such as should 
be saved.” 

The purpose of this article is to show 
from a Biblical standpoint the bene- 
fits derived from church membership. 
So many people today are skeptical 
along the line of church affiliation. 
They have gone so far as to say the 
church is a man-made institution, 
that it is binding upon its members. 
You hear them shout, “I am free. I 
am outside the church and I can do 
as I please. I’m a come-outer, I am.” 
This writer knows of many whom God 
has saved at a Church of God altar, 
but as far as their responsibility to 
the church is concerned, they still 
contend there is no benefit in belong- 
ing to the Church. Of course, someone 
is reponsible for their views. We trust 
that in this article we shall be able 
to offset unsound ideas on this sub- 
ject. 

The scriptures speak for themselves 
that the church is both spiritual and 
literal. For one to be a part of the 
membership of a local church without 
being born again (John 3:6, 7) would 
be hypocritical, but for one to be born 
again and then unite with the organ- 
ization is of untold value to that soul 
in helping him to steer a straight 
course and make a safe landing in the 
haven of rest. 

First: The church provides a home 
for the saved. The most pitiful thing 
I know of is a church tramp. They re- 
mind me of the tramp we see in every- 
day life, going from place to place 
begging food, looking for a handout 
here and there, warming by anybody’s 
fire they can get to. They are from 
nowhere and going no place in par- 
ticular. They have no home. Church 
tramps are of the same nature. They 
‘ tramp from one church -to another, 
swallowing any kind of doctrine that 
is dished out to them. If they hear of 
a revival in a certain church, they will 
go and warm by that fire awhile, then 
on to the next church, until they have 
covered every church in town. The re- 
sult is their minds are so confused 
they don’t know what they believe. 
So they, like the old tramp, just con- 
tinue to go from church to church 
seeking something to sustain them. 
God doesn’t want us to die (spiritual- 
ly) of malnutrition. He doesn’t leave 
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His subjects out in the cold, but pro- 
vides for them a home (church) that 
they might be nourished up in the 
words of faith and good doctrine (1 
Tim. 4:6). 

Second: The church increases our 
knowledge of responsibility toward 
God. When one is saved that is the 
beginning of a life of responsibility 
toward God. We should be just as 
sincere in our service to God as we 
were to sin (Rom. 6:16-18). I have 
seen people who professed to be godly 
but never seemed to feel any respon- 
sibility. Many live as if they don’t 
owe God anything, when in reality 
they owe Him everything. Our lives

should be devoted to His work. It has 
been said that an idle mind is the 
devil’s workshop. God would not have 
us idle our time away. The command 
is “go work in my vineyard.” The 
devil’s business is to destroy the souls 
of men. It is your responsibility and 
mine to do everything we can to save 
them. The church affords many op- 
portunities for us to use the talent 
God has given us. Let us not be like the 
man who buried his talent and was 
bound hand and foot and cast into 
outer darkness, but let us use it rather 
to advance the cause of Christ. On 
that great day when we stand at 
the judgment seat of Christ for our 
reward, we shall be glad we did, so let 


us join this great company of be- 
lievers, take our place in the ranks 
of Christianity, and fight until the 
battle is over and the victory is won. 

Third: The church provides a place 
of protection from false teachers. We 
learned a long time ago that every- 
thing that shines is not gold. Every 
person you see with a Bible under his 
arm is not a preacher. The devil 
sends his agents from house to house 
peddling rotten and damnable litera- 
ture, denying the Lord that bough 
them. The apostle Peter tells us about 
these apostate teachers in 2 Peter 
2:1. In the second and third verses of 
the same chapter he says many shall 
follow their pernicious ways and 
through covetousness shall they with 
feigned words make merchandise of 
you. Sometimes these apostate teach- 
ers find their way into the church, 
as Jude tells us in the fourth verse 
of his epistle.

423,000,000 Catholics

600,000,000, an increase of one-sixth, while, 
in comparison, the Catholic Church mem- 
bership increased by one-third. 





DEATH BY DISEASE HITS 
RECORD LOW 
By the New York Times news Service. 


WASHINGTON — The nation’s unrelent- 
ing fight against communicable disease 
brought the death rate in 1948 to the lowest 
—— in history, the United States Public 

— Service reported today. 

The 1949 annual report of the public health 
service, issued by the Federal Security Ad- 
ministration, noted that the 1948 death rate 
was down to 9.9 deaths for each 1,000 popula- 
tion, the lowest on record. The report found 
the explanation for the low death mark pri- 
marily in the progress made since the be- 
ginning of the century against communicable 
diseases. 

The report stated that “striking reduc- 
tions” are still being made in deaths due 
to pneumonia and influenza and tuberculosis, 
the principal causes of death fifty years ago. 
Today, pneumonia and influenza rank sixth 
and tuberculosis seventh among the causes 
of death. 

Since 1940, the pneumonia-influenza death 
rate has dropped 46 per cent to 38 per 
100,000 population in 1948, and the tubercu- 
losis death rate in 1948 was 30 per 100,000 
population, the lowest on record.

Heb. 11:10, “For he looked for a city 
which hath foundations, whose build- 
er and maker is God.”

9:27, “And as it is appointed 
unto men once to die, but after this the 
judgment.” This message reaches out 
to all colors, races, creeds, and crowds.

May there be a greater zeal and a 
greater spiritual vision among the 
people of God that we may realize 
as never before the importance of 
leading lost ones into the fold.

And take the helmet of sal- 
vation, and the sword of the Spirit, 
which is the word of God.” 

In the march of triumph, when 
we have conquered all our foes we can 
say as Paul said, “I have fought a 
good fight, I have finished my course, 
I have kept the faith: henceforth 
there is laid up for me a crown of 
righteousness, which the Lord the 
righteous judge, shall give me at that 
day: and not to me only, but unto 
all them also that love his appearing.” 
That will be a glorious time, when 
we see heaven and all of its glories 
and know they belong to us because 
we have overcome the evil one, and 
been faithful unto death.
